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Obstacle to reform 


It is an unpleasant sensation to watch Lebanon continue 
to emit spasmodic flashes of lawlessness, as evidenced by the 
intermittent incidents of looting, kidnapping and continued 
killing. The helicopter incident Friday did not help matters. 
It is probably wisest to see these things for what they really 
are, rather than to try and overlook them in the hope that 
they'll go away. 

These incidents are a confirmation of an underlying spirit 
of anarchy in the country, the mentality that led to the war 
in Lebanon, and that threatens to erupt again at any time 
in an ever more bloody and wasteful round of fighting. The 
anarchistic, lawless, free-for-all spirit is a function of the 
power structure of the country, and this in turn is today the 
most formidable barrier in the way of the formation of a new, 
enlarged Lebanese cabinet. 

There is a new element in the formation of this cabinet 
that will actually make the process of distributing portfolios 
more complicated than ever. The various factions in the civil 
war waged a brutal battle that brought horrendous loss of 
life and property. Now the political and tribal leaders are up 
against the wall, in that their constituents and their people 
are asking them: “What have we gained ? What was the fight¬ 
ing all about ?’* 

The answer to these questions is, simply, that nobody 
has gained anything, and everybody has lost, ^ut a local war¬ 
lord cannot go back to an exhausted, depleted congress of 
his warriors and tell them this. The personal, greedy, short¬ 
sighted political powers in the country are making up excuses 
to cover up for the visible futility of their civil war, and one 
of the things they’re doing is trying to maintain the viability 
of their personal fiefdoms through a tenuous grip on political 
and economic power. This is essentially a system of patronage 
whereby the political boss distributes power, favours, wealth 
and influence on the strength of his position within the na¬ 
tional power structure. 

To ask the Lebanese political leaders who have been 
thriving on this system for the past 40 years to give it up over¬ 
night is wishful thinking. But they must modify this system, 
temper it a bit, if their country is to have any meaningful 
chance to thrive once again. What the Lebanese people and 
leaders must do is turn their system on its head. One would 
think that this might come naturally after the entire country 
was burned on,its head foe ten months.. Ultimately, they, will 
find that their- strength lies in their -ability to foster change 
through compromise, not solely through warfare or clinging 
to public wealth. 


Editor’s note: The following u Jordan Times * interview 
with Dr. Ishaq Farhan, Director General of the Royal Scien¬ 
tific Society (RSS) of Jordan, was conducted in Amman 
this week. 

The RSS is an independent, non-profit research and 
development organisation whose management reports to 
H.R.H. Crown Prince Hassan, and whose primary' mission 
is to support Jordan’s development in a world that is be¬ 
coming increasingly dependent on science and technology. 

Accordingly, the RSS is a scientific and technological 
centre for conducting research and studies, providing scien¬ 
tific and technological consultations relevant to the econo¬ 
mic and social development of Jordan, and utilising the 
country’s natural resources in order to increase, national 
income and raise the standard of living of the Jordanian 
people. 

The RSS comprises five technical departments: Com¬ 
puter Systems, Mechanical Engineering, Electronic En¬ 
gineering, Economic Research and Education and three 
supporting departments: the RSS printing press, the libra¬ 
ry and the administrative department. 

The impact of the RSS’ efforts has started to be felt 
by Jordanians both in the public and private sectors. In 
view of this impact, we interviewed Dr. Farhan, a former 
Minister of Education and Awqaf, to seek his views on 
the role of the RSS in a developing country such as Jordan. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


“It is not enough that the 
Islamic countries group at the 
United Nations should only ex¬ 
press indignation at the present 
ordeal befalling the Aqsa Mos¬ 
que in Jerusalem and the Ibra- 
himi shrine in Hebron. Nor it is 
enough that the Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral of the United Nations sh¬ 
ould only convey this dissatis¬ 
faction to the Israeli represen¬ 
tative there,” Ad Dustour com¬ 
mented in its editorial Friday. 

The paper asserts that the 
issue is far more serious and 
dangerous in both motives and 
dimensions. “Israel, at this sta¬ 
ge, is evidently bent to strike 
at the very roots of our doc¬ 
trine and heritage, as a last 
blow to complete the occupa¬ 
tion of the land and encircle 
the Arab inhabitants there with 
shackles and terrorism.” 

Ad Dustour described the 
Israeli action against the holy 
places as a religious war, which 
the Arabs should not face with 
indignation only. The religious 
war, it says, is no less danger¬ 
ous than the actual war which 
was directed against the land 
and man. The paper finally ask¬ 
ed until when this lethargy 
was going to last; and what is 
the use of the Arab’s strategic 
positions, their billions of dol¬ 
lars and sterling, their oil riv¬ 
ers and their pressuring eco¬ 
nomy, if they were not all mo¬ 
bilised to defend the threaten¬ 
ed doctrine, by all means, in¬ 
cluding force which the enemy 
knows too well? 

“The Zionist policymakers 
were always trying to cast the 
gauntlet at the feet of the 
Arabs; but only recently a long 
list of Arab gauntlets were 
cast at the Zionist feet,” A3 
Ra’i said in its editorial. 

It said that King Hussein’s 


new initiative at the Canberra 
Press Club Thursday has topp¬ 
ed the list. The King, the paper 
added, has set the fundamental 
conditions for Middle East pe¬ 
ace: restoration of the Palesti¬ 
nian Arab’s rights, the return 
of their land to them, and the 
withdrawal of Israel from this 
land. Without these conditions, 
peace would not be forthcom¬ 
ing; and let the world be ready 
for a third world war, which 
the enemy himself had sought 
by word, action and insistence. 

In its editorial, A1 Ahrara of 
Cairo said the money which 
Egypt recently got from Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf states will 
not go to waste. On the cont¬ 
rary it should bolster the na¬ 
tional economy, boost produc¬ 
tion and offset the financial de¬ 
pression. As an appreciation of 
this generous Arab aid, the pa¬ 
per calls upon the Egyptians 
to prove that the money was 
put in trustworthy hands and 
to achieve the national objec¬ 
tives for which it was given. 

Continuing its comments on 
the present stagnation in the 
Lebanese political situation, Al 
Nahar of Beirut said war has 
ended but the aftermath of 
war is probably more threaten¬ 
ing, politically, economically 
and socially. Syria, said the 
paper, has done too much in 
the way of reaching a settle¬ 
ment, but the Lebanese Gove¬ 
rnment has done very little or 
nothing. 

The paper once again urg¬ 
ed Premier Rashid Karami and 
his Government not to hide be¬ 
hind “General Snow or Gene¬ 
ral Rain” in resolving the ques¬ 
tion of rebellious soldiers, and 
to tackle the numerous other 
issues without hesitation or 
Byzantian litigations. 


JT : What in your opinion 
is the real importance of 
scientific research centres in 
developing countries? 

Dr. Farhan : I believe that 
scientific research, in general, 
and applied scientific research 
in particular is imperative and 
highly neccessary for both de¬ 
veloped and developing coun¬ 
tries. For the developing coun¬ 
tries such centres do acquire 
special consideration for they 
have to lead and fully involve 
themselves with development 
efforts and solving practical 
problems involved in the ope¬ 
ration of transferring and sti¬ 
mulating technology. 

They have to work to narrow 
the scientific and industrial gap 
between the technological ha¬ 
ves and the have-nots. 

Developed countries, U.N. 
specialised reports say, alloca- 
t"e : more : than three per cent of 
their budgets to scientific re¬ 
search, in addition to the ef¬ 
forts exerted by industrial es¬ 
tablishments in this field. The 
developing countries do not 
allocate more than one per cent 
for the same purpose. 

I’d like to mention here so¬ 
mething which adds to the im¬ 
portance of such centres in the 
developing countries : they at¬ 
tract scientifically qualified 
indigenous persons, and mini¬ 
mise the brain drain which 
constitutes a real problem for 
developing countries. 

In such centres indigenous 
qualified persons do find the 
suitable atmosphere in which 
they can serve their country. 
JT : It is accepted that the 
percentage of money alloca¬ 
ted for scientific research, in 
any country, determines the 
extent of its interest and ca¬ 
re for science and technolo¬ 
gical development. How does 
this apply to Jordan? 

Dr. Farhan : I agree with this 
hypothesis, and I mentioned 


three per cent of the budget 
in developed countries. As for 
Jordan, the government start¬ 
ed two years ago to take this 
into account. It has allocated. 
5 per cent of its budget for the 
purpose, distributed between 
the RSS and the University of 
Jordan. I hope that this mea¬ 
gre percentage will increase in 
the near future. 

JT : What are the specific 
projects, industries and eco¬ 
nomic areas that have been 
already served by, and bene¬ 
fited from, the RSS efforts?

Dr. Farhan : Though the RSS 
is winding up its establishment 
period and starting production 
this year, it has participated ef¬ 
fectively in the development of 
many projects, industries and 
economic areas. What comes 
now is RSS participation in : fol- 
lowing-up the 3-year economic 
development plan launched in 
1973; participation in prepara¬ 
tion for the 5-year development 
plan, launched this year; issu¬ 
ing more specialised studies in 
different fields; extending tech¬ 
nical consultation for some in¬ 
dustries like batteries and hi¬ 
des; conducting feasibility stu¬ 
dies for the jerry can industry; 
and the design of fuel burners 
in ovens, and other practical 
projects. 

In addition to the advanced 
services offered in the fields 
of education, vocational train¬ 
ing manuals and advanced prin¬ 
ting services involving colour 
separation, the computer sys¬ 
tems department serves more 
than 12 governmental and pri¬ 
vate agencies within the King¬ 
dom, in addition to scientific 
application processing pro¬ 
grammes. 

It is worth mentioning the 
RSS is building up good rela¬ 
tions with similar organisations 
and centres abroad in the USA, 
West Germany and Mideast 
countries. 


Bahrain has sought our ad¬ 
vice in connection with esta¬ 
blishing a small-sized similar 
centre in Bahrain. 

JT : The private sectors in 
the developing countries do 
not in general resort to ap¬ 
plied scientific research. 
What is the RSS approach 
to help solve such a pro¬ 
blem? 

Dr. Farhan : I agree with this, 
too. We have to wait some 
years before the private sector 
in Jordan is really convinced 
of the importance of applied 
scientific research. The private 
sector needs it for the improve¬ 
ment and development of its 
products. 

We are convinced that more 
attention will be paid by the 
private sector to solve this pro¬ 
blem, especially after govern¬ 
ment encouragement of Arab 
and foreign capital investment 
Competition among different; 
industries would result, and 
would be a determinant in the 
moves towards quality impro¬ 
vement, which in turn depends 
mainly .on applied scientific re¬ 
search results. 

I believe interaction between 
the RSS and the private sector 
will be of great importance in 
the near future. 

The RSS, in fact, has alrea¬ 
dy taken the first step in this 
direction: RSS researchers ha¬ 
ve visited most of our local in¬ 
dustrial establishments and in¬ 
vited industrialists to the" RSS 
premises to see what benefit 
they can get from the RSS spe- ; 
cialised labs. 

The RSS will also publish | 
next month pamphlets about i 
every department, under the 
title “RSS in the service of the 
society.”

Sterling plunges below S2 exchange barrier 


LONDON, March 5, (AFP). — 
Sterling today quietly plunged 
through the psychological bar¬ 
rier of two dollars to a pound 
on the London markets and 
dropped to its all-time lows on 
continental markets. 


Nixon talked oil 
with Chinese 


ST. LOUIS, Missouri, March 5, 
(AFP). — Former President 
Richard Nixon discussed the 
possibility of joint development 
of Chinese offshore oil resour¬ 
ces during his recent visit to 
China, a newspaper reported 
here today. 

The Daily St Louis Globe 
(Democrat) quoted a Taiwan- 
based Belgian priest after a six- 
week visit to China as saying 
that according to “authentic 
and documented” sources, Mr. 
Nixon had offered American 
technological cooperation for 
the development of oil resour¬ 
ces in the China Sea. 

The paper quoted the Rev. 
Raymond de Jaegher as saying 
that the ex-president made the 
offer to China’s Interim Pre¬ 
mier Hua Kuo-feng. 

He also told the paper that 
“there is more oil off the coast 
of China than on all of Saudi 
Arabia and the Near East” 

Father Jaegher is public re¬ 
lations officer for the Archbi¬ 
shop of Taiwan in Taipei, the 
paper said. 


Just before close the curren¬ 
cy was down to a new low of 
1.9810 dollars—a loss of over 
three cents on last night's 
price—in quiet trading with no 
particular pressures reported 
by dealers. At the same time, 
sterling’s average depreciation 
rate compared with December 
1971 widened to 31.5 per cent, 
a new record that compared 
with the rate of 30.6 per cent 
registered on February 12. 

Experts here were at a loss 
to explain sterling’s sudden 
pre-weekend weakness, but cit¬ 
ed the aggravation of the situ¬ 
ation in Southern Africa and 
the dollar’s recovery as a result 
of a firming up of U.S. interest 
rates among the possible ca- 


the dollar within the near fu¬ 
ture. 

This view was partly shared 
by London City bankers. But 
they were less pessimistic than 
the Swiss experts, predicting 
a much slower depreciation 
which would take the pound to 
around 1.80 dollars by the end 
of the year. Some bankers did 
not believe it would go below 
1.95 dollars. 


The Bank of England inter¬ 
vened briefly early in the day 
to support the pound at 2.004 
to the dollar, but stayed out of 
the market in the afternoon, 
triggering speculation that it 
might have changed tactics. 


While it was generally accep¬ 
ted that the floating pound had 
to go further down in order to 
maintain the competitivity of 
British industry on overseas 
markets as long as the British 
rate of inflation has not been 
brought significantly below the 
present annual rate of 15 per 
cent, City experts believed that 
the government would prefer a 
very slow depreciation. 


In Zurich, sterling was do¬ 
wn to a new all time low of 
5.1315 Swiss francs against 
yesterday’s 52224 —compared 
with the previous low of 5.16 
recorded around mid-February. 


Otherwise, they said, its anti- 
inflationary policy would be 
harmed by the rising cost of 
imports, in particular raw mate¬ 
rials and other vital goods.

LONDON, March 5 (AFP). —

Yugoslav-Cuban rapprochement 


seen in Belgrade talks 


BELGRADE, March 5 (AFP). — 
Cuban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro arrives here tomorrow 
for an historic two-day visit in 
which he will have talks with 
President Tito before going on 
to Sofia. 

It will be the first time Dr. 
Castro has had a meeting h*re 
with Marshal Tito, who has ne¬ 
ver gone to Cuba. The two lea¬ 
ders last met in September at 
the Algiers non-aligned nations 
summit. 

Yugoslav-Cuban relations ha¬ 
ve been stormy in‘the past. 
The Cuban party for a long ti¬ 
me denounced Yugoslavia’s 
“revisionism” and the Czechos¬ 
lovak crisis of August 1968 was 
the occasion for Cuban accusa¬ 
tions that Yugoslavia was sup¬ 
porting “the bourgeois poli¬ 
cies” of the “Prague springti¬ 
me” leader, Alexander Dubcek. 

Yugoslavia, meanwhile, op¬ 
posed the Castroist theory of 
exporting revolution. 

Rapprochement however spe¬ 
eded up after the Algiers sum¬ 
mit, mainly due to a visit here 
in February 1974 by Major 
Raul Castro, Cuba’s second 
ranking leader. There was so 
much improvement, in fact, 


that there were plans for Mar¬ 
shal Tito to visit Havana when 
he made his scheduled visit to 
Mexico and Panama. 

Observers believe that there 
is one question on which Dr. 
Castro and Marshal Tito will 
agree: Angola, which both the 
Cuban and Yugoslav govern¬ 
ments fully support; although 
in different ways. They are also 
expected to reassert their acti¬ 
ve aid for the Southern Afri¬ 
can liberation movement.

LONDON, March 5, (R). — 
Britain’s Labour government 
was cheered today after win¬ 
ning a crucial by-election and 
keeping the loyalty of some 
industrial voters who had been 
particularly hard hit by the co¬ 
untry’s economic recession. 

Labour’s overall parliamen¬ 
tary majority of one was saved 
by its successful defence of its 
hold on the Midlands city of 
Coventry, despite unemploym¬ 
ent there of 7.3 per cent, above 
the six per cent national ave¬ 
rage. 

A surprisingly large turnout 
gave Labour 47.7 per cent of 
the total vote, and the opposi¬ 
tion Conservatives 37.4 per cent.

ANKARA, March 5 (R). — The 
Cypriot ambassador to Turkey, 
Mr. Ahmed Zaim, resigned to¬ 
day and closed down his em¬ 
bassy because of what he ca- 1 - 
ed the uncompromising attitu¬ 
de of President Makarios. 

I dosed down the embassy 
and handed all legal documents 
to the Turkish Cypriot repre¬ 
sentative’s office in Ankara, 
Mr. Zaim, himself a Turkish 
Cypriot, said. 

Mr. Zaim, a career diplomat, 
said he would not reconsider 
his decision as long as Arch¬ 
bishop Makarios remained Pre¬ 
sident of Cyprus. 

I have resigned because of 
the uncompromising attitude 
of Archbishop Makarios, he 
said. 

The envoy said thousands of 
Turkish Cypriots had been kil¬ 
led over the past years and he 


held the Archbishop responsi¬ 
ble. 

While taking decisions, he 
has never hesitated to violate 
the Republic’s constitution for 
the sake of Enosis (Union with 
Greece), Mr. Zaim said. 

He accused the Archbishop 
of taking an uncompromising 
line that was preventing a Cy¬ 
prus settlement and of trying 
to sabotage the latest series of 
Cyprus peace talks.
